j April 30, 1912, the government al- 
j loges that the International Harves- 
j ter company was organized in 1902 
j as a trust, in violation of the Sher- 
j man law; that its purchase of the 
plants, properties and business of the 
McCormick, Deering, Plano, W arder, 
Bushnell & Glossner and Milwaukee 
companies created in that company a 
monopoly of the business in binders, 
mowers, rakes and binder twine in 
the United States: and that, in its 
business methods and practices the 
company had increased its prices, to 
the grave injury of the farm ers, and 
I had coerced dealers and eliminated 
competitors. 
The company, in its answer, filed 
August 5, 1912. admitted the purchase 
of tile harvester properties and busi- 
i ness of the five vendor companies, 
but denied that the company was or­ 
ganized for any unlawful purpose or 
that such purchase gave it a monop­ 
oly in the harvester trade, or that it 
had increased prices, or that its busi­ 
ness methods and practices had in­ 
jured the farm ers or the dealers, or 
its com petitors; but, on the contrary.

London, Nov. I.— The London hop j 


m arket is experiencing a crisis un­ 


precedented since the famous season 


of 1882, when hops attained a price 


never reached before or since. 
For several years 
English 
hops 
have been plentiful, but of a poor 
quality, and the ruling price was so 
low that all of the weaker growers 
were driven out of -business, leaving 
only the independent farmers in the 
field. 


This season the crop in England 
and Austria is very short, and the 
market 
had 
hardly 
opened 
when 
r rices began to soar. 
In the United 
States the crop is plentiful and good 
and, alm ost from the opening of the 
market, the price on the other side 
has been ten cents lower than here. 
In spite of the high price no hops 
have been 
brought to market, and 
the surviving growers are enjoying 
their vengeance to the fullest extent.' 
All of them can hold on as long as 
they please and with the season two 
weeks old there are no signs of weak­ 
ening on their part. 
The only buyers who are happy 
are those who foresaw the conditions 
early enough to buy American crops 
in advance, some of whom have made 
fortunes on their deals. 
Other buyers are very pessim istic 
over the situation and declare that 
the cheapness of hops in the United 
sta tes cannot save the situation long. 
as the price there is bound to go up 
as soon as the 
American 
growers 
realize the situation here.

Murano, a millionaire business mag­ 
nate. has announced his intention of 
consecrating his life and fortune to the 
spirit of the late General Nog!, the 
hero of Port Arthur, who, together 
with his wife, committed suicide bv 
hara-kiri on the night of the funeral 
of Emperor Mutsuhito last year.

Murano has decided to retire from 
business and bas severed his connec­ 
tions with all the concerns in which 
he has held important posts. 
The announcement was made on 
the anniversary of the tragic death 
of the groat soldier, whose loyalty 


and devotion to the country and its 
ruler have been held in great admi­ 
ration and reverence by the retiring 


business man. 
Mr. Murano w ill build a temple at 
Fushimi, in the vicinity of the mau­ 
soleum of Em peror Mutsuhito, as a 
memorial to General 
Nogi, and

that sanctuary Mr. and Mrs. Murano 
intend to spend their remaining days 
He w ill also build an industrial school 
for children of the poor in order to 
cultivate the spirit of industry and 
the love of work, which the late Gen­ 
eral Nogi always insisted upon for 
the rising generation of Japan.

this purpose Mr. Murano has given 
one million yen. 
Mr. Murano started his life as 
modest municipal official, 
and

fortune he has amassed is due to his 
own hard work and business talent 


He is now 66 years of age.

The Tokio congress w ill be pre- 
eded by sim ilar congresses in Eu- 
ope, tho Near East, India, Ceylon 
md Shanghai, and w ill be followed 
by a final congress at San Francisco.

silver dollar is taken with avidity in 
trade, the Russian trader who offers 
two Russian roubles 
for 
the same 
amount of goods is looked upon with 
suspicion. 
Lieutenant Arbeniev, 
of 
the Rus­ 
sian navy, who was a member of the 
Russian expedition, which 
upon its 
arrival at S t Michael, Alaska, a few 
weeks ago, reported having found a 
large body of land forming the coun­ 
terpart of Nova Zemlya, and inclos­ 
ing the Rara sea, in a book on the 
work of the expedition in 1912, just 
published, waxes humorous about the 
American traders 
met 
with during 
file voyage. 
Wherever natives congregated, he 
says, there stood 
the 
tell-tale log 
cabin, w’here silver dollars, American 
rifles and canned goods were doled 
out In return for the precious furs 1 
in w'hich the land abounds. The of­ 
fer of two roubles instead of one sil­ 
ver dollar was in many cases treated 
with suspicion. 
Lieutenant Arbeniev argues that it 
is about time the Russians took more 
interest in their own lands and peo­ 
ple. He records a visit paid to the 
Taimyr 
and 
Walgatch, 
the 
two 
steamers of the expedition, when off 
Tcheiluskin at the end 
of August, 
1912, by Tungux. a chieftain 
styled 
Bobrovsky, 
which 
means 
heaves, 
who proudly displayed a medal con­ 
ferred on him by' the * president of 
the United States for succoring the 
survivors of the Jeanette Arctic ex­ 
pedition. 
The influence of the alien traders. 
says the lieutenant, does not seem 
to have been physically harmful to 
the natives, but quite the contrary.

They have, however, been unable to 
alter the indescribably filthy habits 
of the Siberian red skins. 
The discovery of the new land by 
Captain Wilkitzky, 
the 
commander 
OI the expedition 
which 
arrived at 
St. Michael, is the result of the en­ 
deavors of the Russian government 
t.> render 
commercially 
practicable 
the northern sea route 
to 
the far 
east. The captain is a sop of Gen­ 
eral Wilkitzky. who died in Februa­ 
ry last, and who as chief of the Rus­ 
sian hydrographic service signed I he 
instructions for the survey 
of the 
Northern Siberian coast, for whic.n 
the present expedition was organiz­ 
ed. 
The Taimyr and Walgatch are ice­ 
breakers, especially built to perform 
the northern voyage 
from Vladivos­ 
tok to St. Petersburg, and are equip­ 
ped with wireless installations. Ev­ 
ery year since 1910 a section of the 
coast has teen surveyed, and an at­ 
tempt w’as made to reach European 
waters without wintering. Last yrear 
the expedition was unable to reach 
Cape Tcheiluskin. The leader, Gen­ 
eral Segeieff, who has subsequent-.y 
invalided, declined to proceed north­ 
ward nad turned back to Vladivoi- 
tck.

Will it not pay feeders to grow their 


own feeder stuff? 
If they can buy 


feeders more cheaply than they can 
raise them, then the man who does 


grow such stuff 
must 
do so at a 


loss. When he grows it at a loss he 


stops grow ing it as soon as he makes 


the discovery. 
The answer to the 
first 
question 
can no doubt be found 
hinging on 
money matters. Many' feeders borrow 
large sums of 
money, 
usually not 
from local banks, 
to 
buy 
feeders. 
T his is borrowed for the feeding pe­ 
riod. The feeder buys from this com­ 
mission firm 
that 
lends 
him 
the 
money. When his stuff is ready for 
the market he ships back to his com­ 
mission firm, who sell the stock and 
deduct w'hat the feeder owes them, 
together with commission and other 
trimmings, and remit 
the balance, 
if any, to the feeder. 
The feeder often 
grow'S much or 
his feed, but often 
borrows money 
a* his local bank for buying what he 
has not grown. The time is short and 
the interest high. 
Just one more idea and 
W'e will 
drop this subject and take it up for 
discussion in another 
article 
at a 
later date. Let tis follow a calf from 
its babyhood to the block and see if 
we can not learn some reason for 
the “high cost of beef.” 
He is grown on a farm with two or 
three of his comrades and may

ey, and when he is fat ship him back 
(this is three shipments, mind), and 
lay freight on him again, and com­ 


mission. From there ho goes to the
